1. IN COURSE OF OPERATIONAL HANDLING OF NARCOTICS CASE TWO 
WEEKS AGO (SEE NASSAU 1340 AND PREVIOUS), COAST GUARD DUTY 
OFFICER RAISED QUESTION OF CONTINUED VALIDITY OF 1964 GREY 
AGREEMENT. AS INDICATED REFTEL, IT WAS AGREED IN MARCH THAT

2. BY VIRTUE OF THE JULY 20 CARRY-OVER AGREEMENT. IT WOULD 
APPEAR THAT THE GREY AGREEMENT TECHNICALLY REMAINS IN FORCE, 
ALTHOUGH EMBASSY DOUBTS THAT GCOB IS AWARE OF ITS IMPORT OR
